has been so much humbugging about gold 
Hiscoveries, so much of the “ salting” pro- 
cess going on, that it was a long time be- 
fore even small portion of the public 
could be brought to believe in the truth of 
the reported rich discoveries which had 
been made in Marmora. The specimens 
brought from the Fiegle mine were so rich, 
so unlike anything else that has been found 
inthe Hastings region, and resembled so 
much the quartz that came trom Nova 
Scotia, it was not unnatural that the public 
received the reports with a great Seal of 
allowance. But the testimony in support 
of the discoveries was so overwhelming 
and conclusive as to dispel all doubt, and 
the consequence was that prospectors in 
the Township of Marmora became as thick 
as blackberries in June. The results of their

The 
quartz being entirely free from sulphurets,

One- 
half, If vot two-thirds of them must otherwise 
bave been rejected. Some few have been admit- 
ted on a mor rial, with an express promise 
that they will assiduously apply themeclves to 
their studies, 
It was contemplated to introduce Linear 
Drawlag aod Vocal Mualc, and French into the 
Girle' High School, but I would respectfully 
advise that the teachers be allowed for the pros- 
ent some discretion as to the time of enterlug 
upon them. Thero Is such a serious deficiency 
upon the part of mapy in the fundamental 
branches, that for a while, to bring up these 
arrears aud put the School Joto smooth work- 
ing order, will tax the cnergy and patlonce of 
the teachers to the utmost, t havo thought it 
but fair to mention this, leat too much should 
be expected both of pupils and teachers. Let 
me add, however, that having seen a good deal 
of these scholars and examined them tudividu- 
ally, Lau moat favorably impressed (as are also 
thelr teacbers) with thelr appearance. Map

Latest from Halifax. 


(From the Globe's Special Reporter.) 
HAdPAx, Sept. 3. 
The Assembly met at half&past two, Be- 
ing the last day for receiving private Bills, 
« inrge number—chiefly to incorporate 
mining companies—were introduced, 
A few minutes to four o'clock, 
Atty.Gen. Wilkins rose to close the de- 
hate on the Resolutions. He said Nova 
Scotia is bound to listen to any proposals 
England or Canada may make. If the 
Legislature refuses to do so, it would 
ruin the cause of Repealin England. There 
Were two grand points which Nova Scotia 
would demand as the first step towards 
conciliation, namely, the construction of 
the Senate in the same manner asin the 
United States, and an Imperial statute 
providing that the Province could with- 
draw from the Union whenever the Legis- 
lature desired it. Referring to his speech 
delivered in 1854,quoted by Mr. Blanchard, 
he said, it had been garbled and made 
to say what was not his intent. He was 
then and is now as strongly in favour of 
Legislative Union as he is opposed to Con- 
federation.

Gare of Pastures. 


The “Country. Gentleman” gives these 
reaults of observations on tlic care of pas- 
ture lands :-— 

Obseryations made. this spring for the 
purpose, have shown the great Superiority 
of the new grass. where 1¢ hus grown on 
land:not too closely. grazed the previous 
autumn, ©The protection which the old 
grass afford (from the severe freezing and 


the sharp blasts of winter resulted su a + 


growth from three to five times As great as 
on closely grazed surfaces, during the first 
start ofthe fresh grass. When the latter 
had grown one incl, the farmer, by actual 
measurement,bad grown fourorfive inches. 
There are several advantages in permitting 
long grass in autumn, and indeed at uil 
times of the yeat. Physiologists, ns well as 
practical horficulturists,kuow that keeping 
the foliage cropped short, lessens the cxten 

sion and development of the roots. A 
pasture. grezed short all the time will 
therefore be found to have thinner turf or 
mass of roots than one where the grass his 
a luxuriant growth. The Stronyer roots 
will make’ ap curlier and more: vigorous 
push in spring, The old grass, rotting 
down, serves a8 top-dressing. It protects 
the young plants when the snow disappears, 
and keeps them warmer. Tho earth freezes 
less in winter when thus protected, 
have foufd) by examining the soil in the 
early part ‘of the winter, where a bare und 
exposed surtdce bad frozen four inchesaud 
grass a few inches high, making « covering 
of two or three jnches, while a thicker 
covering agin richer pastures, had prevent 

ed the freezing of more than an inol., Thi 

striking difference must-have a great influ 

ence on the carly growth,

ofturning too many animals into their 
pastures, with the bope of getting all they 
can from the land.

Letters from Arica, dated August 22nd, 
say two other vessels, the brig ‘Chancerulo’ 
ani tie bark ‘Edwards, are high and dry, 
the lormer losing eight men.

Yexgars description. Railroad rails, cars, 

machinery, gun carriages, household ‘furni- 
ture, barrels, dead animals and mutilated 
corpses are lying about in confusion, The 
city nombered 7,000 inhabitants, and its 
multitudes stand helplessly beggared on 
the beach, Three hundred lives were lost. 
A conflagration burnt nearly all that was 
not demolished by the earthquake, and a 
drunken rabble robbed and spoiled what 
remained. Heavy cannon were carried up 
from the Island battery, and now liv Luried 
inthe sand. The stench is sickening. The 
shocks lasted about four minutes, cresting 
the utmost consternation, the inhabitants 
fleeing to the open plaza, where they be- 
sought protection from the Almighty. 

Admiral Turner, with the frigate ‘Pow- 
hatan, lett Lima with acargo of provisions, 
ang hud arrived at Arica to succour the 
Awerican seamen and inhabitants. She 
will also save the effects of the *Waterree.’ 
‘The ‘Kearsage’ had reached Arica from Co- 
quimbo, with provisions Two French 
imen-of war also left Lima to assist the in- 
habitants at Arica and other places on the 
coast, who are starving. 

American Minister Hovey, at Lima, was 
energetically aiding to the extent of bis 
power, The merchants and citizens of 
Lima are contributing by thousands of dol- 
lars to equip and load vessels with clothing, 
provisions, etc., and the government is most 
oneryetically using all its means to alleviate 
the distress entailed by the horrible catas— 
trope. The Congress of Peru unanimously 
passed a resolution giving the President 
unlimited power to succorthe inhabitants 
of the southern coast. The President has 
issued a proclamation, and the Archbishop 
a“ pastoral, calling on the Peruvians for 
liberal contributions, which have been 
nobly responded to. ‘Over $1,000,000 have 
feen raised.

Nearly all the towns and villages in 
the mineral provinces of Huancavelico, 
Pano and Cozco were destroyed and re- 
duced to shapeless masses. The cities of 
Puno and Culco, however, were not damaged. 
The port of Mollendo, where were stored 
materials for building Mr, Meigs’ railway, 
was completely destroyed. At Callao the 
earthquake burst over the line of houses 
skirting the shore, at 10 o'clock on the 
night of the 18th, completely gutting them 
of their contents, The panic was extreme 
on the vessels, nearly all putting to sea.— 
The next morning a fire broke out, and 
57 houses in the business portion were 
destroyed, entailing a loss of $1,500,000. 
No lives were lost, 


The Chincha Islands felt the earthquake 
and waye, but not seriously, as yet known. 
‘The cities of Iclo and Pisco also suffered 
heavily, 40 houses being overthrown and 
12 lives lost at the former. Nearly all the 
population of Callao fled to Lima. 

The steamer Santiago, from Callao to 
Valparaiso, put into the port of Chalo, 
where, on the 18th, she was seized by 
great wave, herchains snapped, and the 
vessel carried to sea. In a few moments the 
wave returned toward the shore, carrying 
the steamer with it, taking it with all its 
passengers, safely over a high cliff, and in 
side of thechannel. The port of Chalo was 
completely covered by water. 

AtIquique the shock lasted over four 
minutes, after which a wave came and 
destroyed about three-quarters of the place, 
with many lives, nearly all the provisions in 
the town, and the condensing machinery 
which supplied the inhabitants with drink 
ing water, Provisions and water have been 
seot from Valparaiso, One German house 
at Iugulvue lost over $400,000 wortlr of 
property.

Some official correspondence between the 
British and United States government has 
been published, on the subject of the impri- 
sonment of the Fenian prisoners, Warren 
and Costello. Mr Seward claims that these 
two prisoners, now confined in Treland, 
ought to be released, and points to a reso— 
lution pussed In the House of Representatives 
on June 15, by which resolution the Presi 
dent is requested to take proper measures 
to secure the release of these prisoners, who 
were convicted in Great Britain for words 
spoken in the United States. Lord Stanley, 
however, points out that this allegation is 
uofonnded : the prisoners were convicted of 
treason-felopy at the Dublin Commission 
Vourt last October, the principal charge 
against them being that they had come 
over to Ireland and cruised along the const 
with intent to effect a landing of men and 
arms in Ireland, in order to raise insurrec— 
tion againstthe Queen. On the question of 
naturalizstion in general, Lord Stanley 
writes that the English Government is pre 
aired to éntercain the question of & treaty, 
bat that there had been no opportunity to 
introduce a bill to give effect to the recom- 
mendations of the report of the commission.

A letter from Qaito, dated the 19th announces 
that earthquakes continue at Intervals ot every 
few hours, The President had issued a procla 
mation to the people to come forward and help 
tho sufferers.

The Hastings Series. 


In the fourth number of the Canadian 
Naturalist and Geologist, there appears a 
paper by Sir W. E. Logan, giving a des— 
cription of new specimens of Eozoon, dis- 
covered by Mr, H.G. Vennor, one of the 
Assistants on the Canadian Geological Snr- 
yey in the Township of Tudor. The report 
says: It occurred on the surface of a layer 
three inches thick, of a dark grey micace—- 
ous limestone or calc-schist,near the middle 
of a great zone of similar rock, which is in- 
terstratified with beds of yellowish brown 
sandstone,grey close grained siliceous lime- 
stone, white coarsely granular limestone, 
and bands of dark blueish compact lime- 
stone, and black pyritiferous slates, to the 
whole of which Mr, Vennor gives a thi 
ness of 1000 feet. The discovery is consid- 
ered an important one, showing this organ- 
sm in a state of preseryation comparable 
with that of ordinary Silurian fossils, and 
will be an interesting stu(ly to Naturalists 
and Geologists. Photographs of this fossil 
with explanatory notes from Dr, Dawson 
accompany the description. Our object, 
however, is not so much to call attention 
to the Eozoon, in which the general pub- 
lic can take but comparative little interest, 
but to give some facts which form a sort of 
appendix to the paper, contributed by Mr. 
H, G. Vennor, and in which will be found 
information valuable to practical miners, 
and those interested in the development of 
the Hastings mineral region. The paper is 
entitled the *t Ascending Section of the 
Laurentian Rocks in the County of Hast- 
ings, Ontario,” and is as follows:

AT ARICA. 


SEA SItORE 


Correspondence of t ew York Times, 
Pisco, Aug. 9. 1868, 


On the afternoon of the 18th inst., be 
tween 5 and 10 minutes past 5 o’clock,both 
the sea and the land hereabouts were the 
scene ofan appalling calami The full 
rea covered ig not yet known, but so far 
we are sure that it reaches from Cobija to 
Chala, the last port where we cast anchor. 
Chula is in ruins, and the destruction was 
dealt inland as far as Arequipa, which no 
longer exists, I viewed the sad sight of 
Arica’s desolation, and I will first tell you 
what I saw before stating what has reached 
my cars about scenes of ruin inland. 


When we left Coquimbo on the 18tb, 
several changes in the atmosphere were 
noticed, but we added no importance to 
them, Ordinarily at Arica an agreeable 
breeze ia felt from 10 a. m. until 5 p. m., 
and at night there isa calm which in 
sommercauses an almost unbearable feeling. 
About this time, however, the above order 
of things changed. At morning there was 
rarely any breeze, while at night there were 
strong guatsof wind that stirred up the 
sea Very much. On the 13th inst, the warer 
wore 6 dead calm for some time. ‘Towards 
five o’clock in the afternoon a freali breez 
from the south set in,butit Insted only while 
the noise was being done. A noise like w 
that of w tempest disappearing in the dis- 
tance preceded the awful shocks of earth- 
quake and the ground began to shake from 
south to north with so great a force that
